M . E. Knouse Sees Good 


Year For Fruit Growers 


A dam s 
county 
fruit 
growers 
should have a good year, despite 
th e cu rren t unsettled condition of 
Hie fru it m arket, according to M E. 
Knouse, president of K nouse Foods 
cooperative. 
O ne of the outstanding Agues in 
th e fruit field over a period of sev­ 
eral decades, Knouse held th a t fac­ 
tors in th e present fru it situation 
favoring good prices for th e com ing 
year m ore th an outw eight th e fac­ 
tors serving to depress prices. 
T h e final outcom e — w hether th is 
will be a year of good prices or low 
ones — depends to a large ex ten t on 
the attitu d e of the individual grow ­ 
er an d processor, K nouse held In a 
statem en t to growers. 
Some Market Weakness 
K nouse noted: "At present we are 
confronted w ith w eakness in m any 
m arkets due to th e over-buying at 
the beginning of th e K orean W ar 
w hich continued 
up to Jan u ary . 
Since th a t tim e we have had a 
h an d -to -m o u th buying an d em pty­ 
ing of pipe lines. T his h as resulted 
in slower m ovem ent and som e lower 
prices on food items. 
O bserving th at "we are not quite 
far enough away from th e effect of 
all of this to forecast positive re ­ 
actions,” 
the Knouse foods head 
added, “We beleive th a t there is 
no reason for us to be frightened 
or panicky about th ^ m arketing of 
this year’s production.’’
